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Evening at Fakus. Father Nile, which for countless 
generations has borne the bread of nations upon its bosom, 
has lost none of its ancient charm. The spell of the river 
is perhaps most felt at evening, when—the day’s work done 
—the tired fellahin may be seen proceeding to their villages, 
and the quiet evening air is made melodious with tinkling 
camel bells. 
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
